Many equity suits no doubt will grow 
'".it. uC the various acts occurring dur- 


ing the strike when trains were 
wrecked and passengers stalled in the 
desert and various kinds of perishable 
freight ruined .and nonperishnbles 
damaged. The issue, therefore, has to 
be fought out, from the government 
viewpoint so that redress can follow 
the filing of responsibility. 


Should the district court in Chicago 


issue a decree making the injunction 
permanent, 
the 
railway 
shopmen 


would have the right of direct appeal 
to the supreme court of tbe United 
States, but if labor is not arcious to 
make loo much of a precedent out of 
tbe suit, the matter may be dropped 
in the lower court and an effort made 
in some other case in the future to 
appeal tho broad questions involved 
to Uie highest court in Hie land, pos- 
sibly in a case in which the record is 
more favorable to labor's side than 
it 1s today. 


Many of the leaders of the railway 


shopmen have openly declared that 
the temporary .injunction obtained by 
the federal government broke the 
backbone of the strike and some have 
gone so far.as to predict that there 
will never be in the present genera 
lion, at least, another transportation 
strike of nation wide character. There 
is no telling bow much of an effect 
the injunction has had upon other 
unions which did not participate iu 
the recent strike but the supremacy 
o£ the federal government over labor 
organizations, or, for that matter, 
employes' combinations, has in the 
judgment of government officials at 
least been firmly implanted. 
Injunction May Have Far-Readiing
